present at Ford’a at the timo of the occurrence, 
Glyea tho following as what passod under his 
eyo: 

‘While tho play ot the American Cousin was 
sn progress, and In @ part of tho 3d act, whoro 
the econo ta gat in the front part of the atago, 
‘and oly ® slugle‘performer was on, the 
sharp report of pistol was heard in tho 
direction of the stage, to tho right of the 
audience, and from {ts elevation appearod to 
come from the range of the theatrical ward- 
robe Tock}, or carpenter's shop, iu the same 
‘Mory, and therefore attracted no particular at- 
tention until a person was seon to emergefcom 
the State stage box, occupied by the President 
who stepped upon that portion of the balcony 
rail covered by the blue portion of tho 
American fag, with whieh the box 
front was droped. On mounting to the 
front of the box be raised bis right band, flonr- 
ishing © dogger in theatrical style, and in the 
same style nlteriug the words, Sic semper 
fyrannis "At the same tme he sprang to the 
stage, andon striking it seemed o Uttlo otag- 
gefed by the cononssion, but rising almost in- 
stantly to Ris feet ran across the stage to the 
prompt side, first entrance, and disappeared 
behind the scenes. 

‘The suddenness of the asfair, and the fact 
thet no ontery was made for the moment from 
the President's box, caused @ feeling of be- 
‘wilderment on tho part of the audience and of 
misapprehension as to the nature of the oc- 
currence, Which, togetber with the fact thar 
he stage In front of the eecene was compara- 
Uyely unoccupied, gave the stmssin some

Thescene Which followed la boyoud 
the power of adequate description, The en- 
tire dramatis persone ruabed to the front of the 
stage. Almost the entire audionce rushed in 
the eame direction, while numbers swarmed 
up the box columns and jnto the box to render 
aseistance or for motives of curiosity. 

Shouts of extcration against the assassin 
showed what would be bis speedy doom ir 
caught, Above all the dim was heard the 
yoleo of Miso Laura Keene, In those clearly 
enunciated tones pecullar to her, glving dires
